And this hee made maniteſt by the 
Rubrikes in the Communion Booke ſer 
before Confirmation, which were there 
read, 

My Lord of London ſucceeded, 
ſaying , that the authoritic of Confir- 
mation, did not depend , onely upon

73. and Hieron. adverſus Lucifer 
he ſhewed , bur that it was an inſtitu- 
tion Apoſtolicall,, and one of the par- 
ticular points of the Apoſtles Carte- 
chiſme , ſer downe and' named in ex- 
preſſe words Heb.

willed D.Rem. to ſpeake herein whar hee 
thought : who ſeemed to yeeld thereun- 
to, replying that ſome Dioceſle of a Bi- 
ſhop,, havingrherein ſx hundred Pariſh 
Churches (which number cauſed the Bi- 
ſhop of London to think himſelf perſonal- 
ly touched, becauſe in his Dioceſle there 
are 609, or there, abouts) 'ie was athing 
yery inconvenientto comit cohirmation 
F uno 
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uncothe Biſhop alone, ſuppoſing/ it im- 
poslible that hee could take due cxamina- 
tion of chem all, which came to be con- 
firmed. Torhe fat, my Lord of London 
anſwered , for his Majeſties informacion, 
that the Biſhops in their Vilcations,give 
out notice to them , who are defirous 
eyther to be themlelves , or to havetheir 
children confirmed, of the place where 
they wil be, & appoint eyther cheir Chap- 
laines, or ſome other Miniſters, toexa- 
mine them which are to be confirmed, 
and lightly confirme none, bur eyther by 
the teſtimony, or report of the Parſon;

was uſed , partly ro examine Children, 
and after examination, by impoſition of 
hands ( which was a Ceremonie of blel:- 
ſingamongthe ewes) to bleflechem and 
pray pans. 7h and /partly to try whe- 
ther they had beene Baptized tm cheright 
forme or no:For in former ages Bapriſme

His Majeſty concluded this point, farlt 
by taxing, >. lerome tor his aflernion, that 
a Biſhop was not Divme ordmationss, 
( the Biſhop of London thereupon, inſer- 
ng, that unleſfle hee could prove his or- 
dination lawfull out of the Scriptures, 
hee would nor bee a Biſhop 4.houres ) 
which opinion bis Majeſty much dt- 
* ſalted, approving their calling and ulc

* King. Secandly,for Conhrmation, his 
Wes Highneſſe thought * that It lorted ney

orders among them which vve have, hee

Afr this the D. moved that this pro- 
poſition, Theihtention, of the Miniſter 
is not of the! eflence of the Sacrament, 
mighe be added unto the Booke of Ar- 
ticles , the. rather [becaiiſe that” lome 'in 
England had preached itto bee eſlenciall. 
And here againe he remembred the nine

moſt harme : ye the Lord Secretarie 
athrmed, that my Lord of Landon had 
done therein what might be , forthe ſup.

man elſe , had done any thing in that 
* kinde bur hee. Ar length, it pleaſed his 
*«excellent Majeſty,rotell D.Re. that hee 
*wasa better Colledge-manthen a States 
'* man; forift his meaning were,totax the 
© Biſhop 'of London , for luffering choſe 
*bookes,berweene the Secular Prieſts, & 
« leſvites larely publiſhed, ſo freely to

D. Rein. excuſed him- 
ſelfe , nding his complaint , nor 
meant of ſuch bookes, as had bin printed 
in England,but fuch as came from beyond 
the Scas,as Commentaries both in Philo- 
fophy and Divinity. And theſe werethe 
parts of the firſt head , concerning Purity 
of Doarine. 
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To the ſecond generall point concer- 
ning the planting of Miniſters learned in 
« every Pariſh;it pleaſed his Majeſ{yto an- 
« (wer, that he had conſulced with his Bi- 
*« ſhops aboutthar, whom he found-wil- 
«ling and ready, coſecond himiniit: in- 
< veighing herein , againſt the negligence 
* and careleſneſle,whichhe heard of many 
&* inthis land;bur, as Subita evacuatio, was 
« periculoſa, lo ſubitz mytatio. Therefore 
«his matter was not for a preſent re- 
« folution, becaule to appoint to every 
« Pariſh a ſufficient Miniſter were im- 
« posſible , the pyniverſities would not 
* afford them. Againe , hee had found 
* already, that he had morelearned men 
«in this Realme, thenhee had ſufficiene 
* maintenance for ; {o that maintenance 
* muſt firſt be provided, and thenthe 0- 
« therto be required : In the meanetime, 
« ignorant Miniſters,ityoung,to beremo- 
« ved,ifthere were no hope of their amed- 
« ment, if old, their death muſt bee expe- 
« ed, that the next courſe may be better

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* maketwoorthree. Firſt, that there might 


ſupplied : and fo concluded this point, 
with a moſt religious and zealous prote- 
ſtation, of doing ſomething daily in this 
cale , becaule Jeruſalem could not bee 
builr up in a day. The Biſhop of Winche- 
ſter made wr tothe King , that this 
inſufficiency of the Clergy , bee it as it is, 
comes not by the Biſhops defaults, bur 
partly by Lay Patrons , who preſent very 
meane men to their Cures : whereof , in 
himſelfe, hee thewed an inſtance, how 
that {mce his'/beig Biſhop of Winche- 
iter, very fevy Maſters of Arts, were pre- 
ſented rogood/Benefices : partly , by the 
Law ofthe land ,zvhich admmitrech of a ve- 
ry meane and |roletable ſufficiency in any 
Clerke, ſo that it che Biſhop ſhouldnor 
admitthem,then preſcntly a ware mpedit, 
is ſetitour againlt him. | 

Here my Lord of London , kneeling, 
humbly delired his Majeſty ( becaule hee 
law, as he ſaid, itwas a'time of moving

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us , a Praying Miniſtry 
another while ; for —_ there are, 
inthe Miniſtery , many excellent duties 
to be performed , as the abſolving ofthe 
Peniearpeeyingpon and” blesfing of the 
people, adminiltring of the: Sacraments, 
and the like ; it-is come to- that paſle 
now, that ſome ſort of men thought it 
the onely duty required of a Miniſter , to 
ſpend thetime in {peaking out of a Pul- 
pit ; ſometimes , God wot, very undiſ 
creetly and unlearnedly : and this, with 
ſo great injury and prejudice, to the celc- 
bration of Divinelervice, that ſome Mi: 
niſters would be content to walke in the 
Church-yard , till Sermon time. , rather 
then to be preſent at publike prayer. Hee 
confelled, that in a Church new to bee 
jrmey , preaching was moltneceſlary ; 
ut among us , now Jong eſtabliſhed in
